The French Market Corp. today un- 
ited plans to build a specialtj^shop-

The French Market. hoard also.an- 
lOunced that New Orleans business- 
njaxi Clay L. Shaw, who was appointed 
UrtHe board six months ago, will serve 
as project manager for the renovation 
and expansion program. 

Board President A. J. Duplantier 
said Shaw will resign his seat and will 
be paid on a -contract basis. .The 
amount of Shaw’s salary was 1101 dis- 
closed.

There will also be a retail flower 
market, and the expansion plans in- 
clude a parking area that would hold 
500 cars in the sp ice between the ex- 
isting flood wall and the river. , 

At a news conference, in a downtown 
hotel it was predicted that total sales 
in the French Market complex after 
Phase I goes into operation would be 
. $7.5 million a year.

YTavnr Moon landrieu said the 


French Market Corp.’s board members 
showed they are ‘'not being merely 
caretakers, but also innovators.* 
Landrieu said the City Council “ex- 
pressed tremendous faith in this board 
when it extended the l'fo of it for the 
next several decades.” 

Shaw said he sees the renovation as 
“a terrific stimulation factor for the 
French Quarter, a first step in revis- 
ing the French Quarter as’ the cultural 
and civic center it once was ” 

Shaw said he considers himself 
‘•very fortunate” in having been ap- 
pointed project director. He said his 
n »’\v assignment combines his two 
mam interests, historic restoration and 
civic improvement. 

Mayor Landrieu said the French 
Market restoration will be supplement- 
ed bv the city’s further upgrading of 
the Jacksen Square area, including re- 
surfacing of the streets around the 
square and renovation of the city- 
.owned Upper Pontalba building. 

Work on the renovation should begin 
early in 1972 and completed in 15 
months. 

In addition to the new and renovated 
structures, the plans provide for pedes- 
trian mails and lardscip ng. including 
trees, flower beds and fountains. 
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Market ;..n armuai rental of ohte 
dollar or the difference between the 
corporation’s income and its expendi- 
tures for operations and debt service, 
whichever is larger. 

The projections are that the city will 
receive about $200,000 a year over the 
40-year period of the lease. 

Shaw’s appointment was announced 
jointly by Landrieu and Duplantier. 

“The restoration of the French Mar- 
ket is a key element in our plans to 
rejuvenate the K’-onch Market as the 
center of civic knd cultural life for 
New Orleans,” the mayor said.

“MR. SHAW'S BACKGROUND in- 
cludes not only the tremendous job of 
packaging the International Trade 
Mart Building, but equally as impor- 
tant . he probably has more experience 
in renovating French Quarter struc- 
tures than anybody else,” Landrieu 
said. 

Shaw is a former managing director 
of the 1TM. His specific new assign- 
ment. wouid be to oversee renovation 
of the market mid* to act as project 
coordinator among the members of the 
corporation, the architects, and the 
other parties involved.
